The Menlo Park sanitary district 
boaid of trustees Monday night set 
March 28 as date for election on a 
$980,000 bond issue to finance the 
district’s proposed sewage disposal 
system.

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NEW CITY APPOINTMENTS 


Two new members of Menlo Park's official family were 
appointed by city councilmen Tuesday night. M. S. (Mike) 
Belangie was named a councilman to succeed Daniel Hayes, 
and Harry C. Miner became a member of the planning com- 
mission, replacing R. W Hutchinson. Both vacancies resulted 
from resignations, Mr. Hayes having moved from the city and 
Mr. Hutchinson relinquishing his post because of press of other 
duties. 

We feel the council made excellent choices in the two ap- 
pointments. Mr. Belangie and Mr. Miner chose Menlo Park 
as the place in which to situate their businesses and both have 
been active in community affairs. They are heads of firms that 
represent sizable investments and reflect a confidence in the 
future of the city they now are going to serve in official capac- 
ities. 

Both are young businessmen in the accepted sense of the 
term; they have youth and its outlook on their side along with 
a proven capacity for making friends and inspiring confidence 
in their undertakings. 

We welcome them to their new public duties and are confi- 
dent they will be a credit to a notably efficient and well-directed 
municipal government. 


A SIGNIFICANT DEVELOPMENT 


It had been our intention to note editorially the successful 
negotiations that resulted last week in All-State Insurance 
company and Sunset Magazine announcing plans te situate 
offices in Menlo Park's Linfield Oaks tract. Mayor Charles P. 
Burgess sort of beat us to the punch in his column on this page. 

So we'll just add our voice to the mayor’s assertion that 
the action by these two firms was a ‘significant milestone’’ in 
Menlo Park’s development. Under present plans, the two com- 
panies will move important functions to Menlo Park under its 
unique professional zoning. Employment in the city, under this 
plan, will be increased by some 350 persons and about $600,- 
000 will be expended in building construction. 

At one time the entire undertaking was doubtful. The 
council went to the extreme of proposing a return to the original 
zoning in the tract. Then things began to happen. 

A number of persons and organizations got busy and, as 
a result, the city council and planning commission were justi- 
fied in their long series of meetings and hearings that culmin- 
ated in an entirely new zoning plan designed to accomodate 
the types of business planning to move here. 

A third transaction yet is in prospect, Mr. Burgess reports. 
We're hopeful that these continuing negotiations will be suc- 
cessful.

Probably one of the most signifi- 


cant milestones in the development 
of Menlo Park was the recent an- 
nouncement by Sunset Magazine 
and by All-State Insurance Com- 
pany that they were purchasing 


| building sites in the new profession- 


al zone in Linfield Oaks. 

All-State is establishing its exec- 
utive offices for the Pacific coast in 
Menlo Park, and contemplates a 
building to cost around $300,000. 
Sunset’s building will house its edi- 
torial offices and will cost a simi- 
lar amount. The two enterprises will 
employ about 350 persons. 

We are very eager to preserve 
the desirable residential charac- 
teristics of Menlo Park, and will 
do all in our power to keep objec- 
tionable industries out of the area. 
On the other hand, employment 
near at hand for our residents is 
important to the stability of the 
community. 

With these two thoughts in mind, 
the planning commission and city 
council were enthusistic over the 
proposal presented by Floyd Lowe 
some time ago that we create a new 
zone exclusively for professional 
and executive offices in Linfield 
Oaks. AS the zone was finally cre- 
ated (so far as I know the only one 
of its kind in the nation) land cov- 
erage was limited in order to en- 
courage extensive landscaping, and 
the external design of the buildings 
were subjected to strict architect- 
ural control to present a pleasing 
appearance. 

It was the expectation of the city 
government to see this area an im- 
portant insurance center, because of 
the tendency of these companies 
to decentralize their operations. 
While Sunset Magazine is not in 
this classification, it is a very wel- 
come addition to the development. 
It will provide a desirable type of 
employment, and its plans for 
landscaping the six acre site should 
result in one of the outstanding 
beauty spots of the Peninsula. 

Negotiations of these two com- 
panies, plus another that it is 
hoped will eventually come in also, 
have covered a considerable per- 
iod of time and have involved 
city officials in a number of meet- 
ings, most of them in San Fran- 
cisco. 

The San Francisco Bay Area 
Council took a leading part in effect- 
ing the transaction. Credit is also 
due to Polk Dodson, president of 


the Palo Alto chamber of commerce,} 


fo rhis mediation. It seems prob- 
able to me that development will 
be fairly rapid from now on, for 
it seems generally. conceded that 
this site is the best on the Peninsu- 
la for the purpose.

Your Income Tax 


Individual Listed on 


(Editor’s Note:) This is the third 
in a series of articles, prepared by 
collector of internal revenues 
James G Smyth of the First Cali- 
fornia district, outlining rules and 
regulations to be followed in filing 
federal income tax returns. 


Every individual listed on an in-| 


come tax return is entitled to an 
exemption of $600, whether it is the 
taxpayer, his wife, or a dependent. 
Exemptions are that portion of the 
gross income on which no tax is 
paid at all. 

Persons filing returns who have 
attained the age of 65 by the close of 
the year are entitled to claim an 
additional $600 exemption. Any indi- 
vidual who was blind during, or at 
the close of the year is entitled to 
an additional $600 exemption. It is 
possible for an individual over 65 
years of age and blind to claim three 
personal exemptions for a total of 
$1800. 

Married couples are entitled to 
an exemption of $1200, one $600 for 
each- spouse. This holds true if 
joint or separate returns are filed. 
Extra exemptions are allowed for 
age and blindness. 

Dependency may be claimed for 
any person whc meets the require- 
ments listed below: 

(1) The gross income of the de- 
pendent must be less than $500: 

(2) The person claimed as a de- 
pendent must be closely related: 

(3) More than one-half of the 
dependent’s support must have been 

furnished by you: 

(4) The person claimed as a de- 
pendent must qualify under certain 
provisions of law relative to citizen- 
ship and residence. 

No dependency may be claimed 
for anyone who received during the 
year a taxable income of $500 or 
more. No claim for dependency will 
be allowed for any person regardless 
of, their income if majority support 
was not provided. When two or more 
relatives contribute equal amounts 
for support of a aged parent, no 
dependency claim may be made by

For income tax purposes this 
means that the decree of relation- 
ship is not extended beyond nieces 


fand nephews of blood relation. 


Cousins are not recognized as de- 
pendents. 

In a joint return there may be 
claimed as a dependent, a niece who 
was related to the wife, but receives 
her chief support from the husband. 
If, however, the wife dies, or they 
are divorced, the husband cannot 
continue to claim an exemption for 
his wife’s niece on his returns for 
Subsequent years. She is not re- 
lated to hirh. 

The dependent claimed must be a 
citizen of the United States or a 
resident of Canada or Mexico. This 
means that close relatives if citi- 
zens of and living in a foreign coun- 
try even though supported by the 
taxpayer cannot be claimed as de- 
pendents. 

In establishing a claim for de- 
pendency it is necessary that the 
dependent be alive for only a frac- 
tion of the taxable year. For ex- 
ample a baby born December 31, 
would entitle the mother and fath- 
er to full dependency for the year. 

A married couple who furnish ma- 
jority support for an aged parent 
who died in January would be en- 
titled to claim full dependency for 
the year. These claims would be al- 
lowed on the grounds that they 
furnished the majority support while 
the dependent was alive. 

No claim for dependency could be 
made for an unborn or a still-born 


child on the grounds that it is not 


a@ person. If the child is born and 
lives only a short period of time, 
full dependency for the year may be 
claimed.

Veterans Guide 
Hospitalized 
Vets Eligible 
For Benefits 


Veterans who are _ hospitalized 
may be eligible for additional state 
hospital benefits if they have had 
sufficient time in jobs covered by 
the unemployment insurance act, 
according to Floyd D. Granger, vet- 
erans service officer of San Mateo 


county. 
The new state law providing these 


benefits in addition to the basic 
disability insurance payments ap-
